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NEWMARKET College’s bid for 
academy status has stalled because 
the college’s past results are too low. 

Principal Dr Bob Cadwalladr said he 
was “frustrated” with the lack of progress 
on the application the school decided to 
make in November. 

He said: “They are looking at historical results 
and saying ‘well, you are a bit below average and 
we are not sure about taking your application 
through’ - my argument is that actually we really 
are going in the right direction.” 

The 2011 GCSE results published by the 
Department for Education (DFE) in fanuary 
showed 45 per cent of Newmarket College 
students achieved five or more A* to C grade 
GCSEs including maths and English - up from 29 
per cent the previous year. 

Dr Cadwalladr, pictured, said the college’s 
results will be above the national average of 58.2 
per cent in a year and a half based on the results 
being achieved by younger students at the school. 

He said: “The whole point about going to 
academy status and the whole point about the 
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partnership with the Samuel Ward Academy is to 
help us improve those results, so I’m a bit 
frustrated about the lack of 
progress and we are meeting a 
chap from the DFE to see if 
there is anything we can to 
expedite that appli¬ 
cation.”

THE hidden history of New¬ 
market’s Palace House and 
stables will be broadcast to the 
nation on Sunday. 

Time Team descended on the town 
for a three-day dig last July - and the 
findings will be revealed on Channel 4 
at 4.20pm. 

The 15-strong team of archae¬ 
ologists discovered the remains of King 
Charles II’s original stables, which date 
back to the 1670s, at the dig’s outset - 
but it is possible King James I could 
have built stables there in the 1620s. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of Forest 
Heath District Council, which owns 
the site, said: “We’re delighted to have 
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attracted the makers of Time Team to 
Newmarket which has so much to offer 
in terms of its historical background 
and tourism potential. It is exciting to 
think that our area will reach 
audiences nationally and also across 
the world. 

“Hopefully many more people will 
be intrigued by the programme, will 
choose to visit the town and wider 
district as a result and create new 
enthusiasm for delivery of the Home of 
Horseracing initiative.” 

The Home of Horseracing Trust is in 


charge of the multi-million pound 
redevelopment project and 
fundraising. The initiative will see the 
National Horseracing Museum move 
into the stables’ outer yard, the Mews 
play host to an education centre and 
the gallery of the British Sporting Art 
Trust establish itself in Palace House 
itself. 

There will also be space for 
racehorses to be retrained. 

Chris Garibaldi, director of the 
National Horseracing Museum 
currently based in High Street, said the 
broadcast tied in well with the last 
fundraising push for the Palace House 
Stables project. 


He said: “It paves the way for the 
launch of the final phase of our public 
fundraising campaign, which will be in 
April. It also highlights to people the 
importance of the site and our 
forthcoming exhibition.”

“Supplies were restored to eight 
customers at 9.45am and a further two 
customers at 10.20am. Unfortunately we 
had to excavate and repair the damaged 
cable before we were able to restore 
supplies to the final six customers at 
6.05pm Wednesday. 

“We appreciate how difficult it is to be 
without electricity, particularly at this time 
of year, and apologise to all those affected.”

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Parliament backs MP’s bill 
to close betting tax loophole 


MP Matthew Hancock secured the 
unanimous support of Parliament to bring 
in a bill to close a loophole for gamblers. 

The bill, which was debated on 
Tuesday, is designed to speed up the 
process of closing the tax loophole that 
allows bookmakers to avoid UK taxes and 
Levy contributions by basing their online 
businesses offshore. 

This means that 18 of the 20 largest 
bookmakers currently avoid paying 
£300m of UK taxes and tens of millions in 
Horseracing Levy contributions. 

Mr Hancock, who represents West 
Suffolk, is pushing to close this loophole 
to guarantee a sustainable future for 
horseracing, which has suffered a sharp 
decline in funding from the Levy, partly 
because bookmakers have moved offshore 
in recent years. 

He said: “I have always maintained that 
there is widespread support for this 


change. The fact that my bill has passed 
unanimously demonstrates this support is 
cross-party and widespread. 

“I hope that this positive result will lead 
to the Government implementing the 
proposed ‘point of consumption’ licensing 
regulation as soon as possible.” 

Mr Hancock will also be talking to 
trainees at the British Racing School (BRS) 
as part of National Apprenticeship Week. 

He will visit the Snailwell Road school 
tomorrow and race a thoroughbred 
against one of the BRS’s foundation 
apprenticeship students. 

Rory MacDonald, chief executive of the 
BRS, said: “As one of the biggest providers 
of apprenticeships in our region we are 
delighted that Matt Hancock has agreed to 
come and visit us and speak with the 
trainees who are working towards their 
level two diploma in racehorse care.”

Schools converting to 
academy status are taken 
out of local authority (LA) 
control and given more 
flexibility to determine 
their curriculum and staff 
pay and conditions, for 
example. 

The college expects it 
would receive at least 
another £100,000 a year

But 
in exchange it would have 
to provide the services 
formerly the responsibility 
of the authority, such as 
the libraries service and 
grounds maintenance. 

A spokeswoman for the 
DFE said they do not 
discuss individual school 
applications. 

She said the criteria the 


department consider to 
decide if any school is 
performing well include 
the school’s exam results 
for the last three years, 
comparisons with grades 
achieved by students in 
similar schools, the 
school’s financial manage¬ 
ment, including any 
deficits, and the outcome 
of the school’s last Ofsted 
inspection.

Panels brought forward 


MORE than 200 solar panels are 
set to be installed on the roof of 
Forest Heath District Council 
offices in Mildenhall within a 
month. 

Forest Heath held a special 
meeting of the planning 
committee last Thursday where it 
approved the £118,000 scheme for 
the installation of 208 photovoltaic 
(PV) panels which had already 
been planned for later in the year. 

This will allow the council to 
complete the work sooner and 
potentially qualify for a higher 
level of subsidy for the electricity 
they will generate. 

The Government had originally 
said it would reduce the payment, 
known as the feed-in tariff (FIT), 


by just over half for panels 
installed from April 2012 but it 
announced in October 2011 the 
smaller payment would kick in for 
devices put in place after mid- 
December. 

While this was thrown out in 
court, the Government is seeking 
leave to appeal the decision and 
until the legal wrangling is 
complete, the amount which will 
be paid for panels installed before 
March 3 is unclear. 

Devices installed following this 
date will qualify for the lower FIT. 

The scheme is expected to 
generate an income of £613,000 
during the next 25 years, £214,000 
more than it would do with the 
reduced FIT. 


Cold weather pushes 
back resurfacing 
work on Exning Road 

COLD weather has pushed back the 
start date of road resurfacing work in 
Exning Road in Newmarket. 

The ideal temperature for the injection 
of a mixture of cement and fuel ash 
into Exning Road, Warrington Street 
and All Saints Road is around 3C but 
temperatures have dipped below that 
in Newmarket since the weekend. 

Work in Exning Road was set to begin 
yesterday but its start date been put 
back until Thursday, February 16. 

Work in Warrington Street and All 
Saints Road has already started and 
was proceeding but will hit delays 
when the work becomes weather- 
dependent.

A SHOOTING ground has asked for 
permission to build a temporary 
replacement for its clubhouse 
devastated in an arson attack last year. 

Flames ripped through the clubhouse of the 
Lakenheath Clay Target Centre (CTC) in 
Eriswell early on Saturday, December 3 - but 
it reopened without the building or catering 
facilities on Christmas Eve. 

A planning application has been submitted 
for a temporary clubhouse with a kitchen 
area, store room and toilets as well as for the 
siting of a mobile hot food trailer. 

Peter Usher, CTC’s proprietor, said the 
additional facilities could be up and running 
by April and would bridge the gap until the 
clubhouse could be rebuilt. 

He said: "It’s exciting insofar as getting back 
to where were and trading as we were. It was a 
very busy shooting ground and it’s really 
pivotal in the scheme of clay target shooting 
in East Anglia so to get it back to its full set-up 
is really quite important.” 

He said it had been very upsetting for all of 
the staff to see the club burnt to the ground 
after 13 years of work and said business was 
“significantly down”. 
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But said he wanted to say a huge thank-you 
to the centre’s customers for their support 
and for the encouraging messages which had 
poured in from around the country 

The planning application for the temporary 
accommodation was submitted even though 
the landlord had refused him permission, he 
said, and they were now waiting to see what 
happened. 

Mr Usher said: “The landlord refused 
permission in writing for us to site temporary 
accommodation on the site. 

“His letter was answered by my legal people 
who said he had not got a right to refuse it 
and we were making the application anyway.” 

Elveden Estate, which owns the site, 
declined to comment when contacted by the 
Weekly News this week. 

Suffolk Police’s investigations into the fire 
are ongoing and they have appealed for 
anyone with information to get in touch on 
101 .

Residents’ anger at 
parking fine threat 


AN Exning Road resident 
is up in arms over plans 
to fine people parking on 
the verge outside homes 
in the street. 

Jim Jackson, 44, was among 
those to receive a letter which 
said it was illegal to park on 
the grass verge and if the 
problem persisted, offending 
vehicles could be given a fixed 
penalty of £30. 

Mr Jackson said he was 
forced to park on the verge 
two or three times a week on 
average because people 
working and shopping in 
Newmarket and residents of 
streets without enough 
parking use the road as a free 
car park. 

The letter added the grass 
was being damaged by the 
cars, which could mean the 
vehicle’s owner being taken to 
court or fined for criminal 
damage. 

Mr Jackson, who works for 
Greene King, said he was 
concerned he and his 
neighbours were going to be 
penalised for a circumstance 
they could not help. 

He said: “I think it’s over the 
top, especially the mention of 
criminal damage and the fact 
that he is punishing us for a 
situation which is not in our 
control.” 

He said the problem started 
when car parking charges 
were introduced in New¬ 
market in the mid-2000s and 
got worse when the policy of 
being able to park for free for 
half an hour was abolished.

Mr Jackson warned: “It’s 
going to lead to confrontation 
between the people who are 
using us as a free car park and 
the residents.” 

He and a representative of 
the Newmarket Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team (SNT), which 
distributed the letters, are set 
to meet today. 

Sgt Mark Shipton of the 
Newmarket SNT said 
pedestrians and residents had 
raised the issue with police 
and it was important to 
investigate the problem and 
find solutions capable of 
satisfying everybody. 

He said: “Because the verge 
is covered by double yellow 
lines, parking along it is illegal. 
There is also a safety concern 
as parts of the verge are very 
steep which could result in 
vehicle rolling off if 
handbrakes are not properly 
secured. 

“In addition, the winter 
weather can leave grassy areas 
vulnerable to severe damage. 
The owner of a vehicle parked 
on such a public space could 
therefore be liable for criminal 
damage. 

“The SNT is also going to 
work closely with local 
partnership agencies in order 
to come up with potential 
long-term parking solutions in 
the area and we’d urge anyone 
who is concerned with 
parking in the area to contact 
their local councillor.”

Laura needs help 
with dance dream 

14-vear-old to represent her country in Moscow

A 14-YEAR-OLD dancer is 
preparing to take on the 
world in Moscow - but 
needs help to make her 
dreams come true. 

Laura Robinson, from 
Moulton, and her dance partner 
Jordan Maguire, will be 
representing England in the 
World DanceSport Federation 
(WDSF) world ballroom 
championship for their age 
group in March. 

But Dancesport England, 
which helps couples repre¬ 
senting England at WDSF events, 
is not providing funding for their 
trip - so the pair are appealing 
for sponsors to help them on 
their way. 

Ann Robinson, Laura’s mum, 
said: “She competes nationally 
every weekend and they do very 
well. Obviously they are very 
good but it is something quite 
different to be asked to represent 
England abroad. There are only 
two couples in the whole country 
and so it’s equivalent to our 
Olympics in that respect.” 

The trip for Laura and her 
parents is expected to cost about 
£1,700. 

Mrs Robinson said they would 
find a way to go even without 
sponsorship. She said: “It’s not 
just like we have suddenly got 
thousands of pounds to dip into 
but with something like this you 
cannot really say ‘we are not 
going because we have not got 
the money’. To be able to be 
asked to represent your country 
is sort of the greatest honour of 
all.” 

Laura started dancing with 
Claire Thompson of the Studio 
CT in Red Lodge at six years old 
and she and her partner of 15 
months now hold the number 
one spots in the English 
Amateur Dance Association’s 


ballroom, Latin and 10-dance 
charts. 

She spends 20 hours a week 
practising and travels to Solihull 
near Birmingham on Fridays 
and Saturdays, to Reading every 
other weekend and around the 
country for dance competitions 
most Sundays. 

The pair also demonstrate at 
dinner dances. 

Mrs Robinson said: “Laura 
and Jordan have to participate 
in all their lessons and practise 
at weekends as Laura lives in 
Moulton in Suffolk and Jordan is 
based in Birmingham. 


“However, this is not unusual 
as many dance partnerships are 
not local to each other. You can 
imagine this requires complete 
dedication from Laura and 
Jordan and not to forget their 
parents,who spend hours 
travelling the country to lessons 
and competitions. 

“Laura and Jordan are good 
friends, they have great respect 
for each other and work very 
hard to improve on their 
dancing week on week.”

Legal bid over 
plan to close 


level crossing 


COUNCILLORS are questioning the 
legality of a bid to close a footpath 
over a level crossing in Newmarket. 

Network Rail said it plans to shut the path 
between Granary Road and Cricket Field 
Road for safety reasons as part of a 
nationwide programme. 

But members of Newmarket Town 
Council’s community services committee 
resolved on Monday to take advice over 
whether it is legal to shut the crossing, 
which has been in use for decades. 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere said at the meeting 
she remembered walking on the footpath, 
which is used as a shortcut into Newmarket, 
in the 1960s. 

The council will also write to Network Rail 
and the chief of Abellio, which took over the 
Greater Anglia franchise from National 
Express East Anglia earlier this month. 

Network Rail said it has no obligation to 
carry out a formal consultation about the 
closure or provide an alternative crossing 
because the path across the level crossing is 
not a public right of way. 

Forest Heath District Council is 
understood to have been told by Network

Rail a pedestrian bridge would cost about 
£lm to install. 

A spokeswoman for Network Rail, which is 
responsible for railway infrastructure, said: 
“Level crossings remain the single biggest 
risk to the safe operation of the railway. The 
proposed closure is part of our nationwide 
programme to improve and close level 
crossings where possible.” 

She said more than 500 high-risk level 
crossings have been closed in the last three 
years as part of the company’s bid to cut risk 
on the railway. 

At the end of January, Network Rail 
admitted breaching health and safety laws 
at a level crossing in Elsenham in Essex 
where Olivia Bazlinton, 14, and Charlotte 
Thompson, 13, were killed in 2005. 

Days before the company confessed to 
breaches, Katie Littlewood, 15, was killed by 
a train at a few miles away at a crossing in 
Bishop’s Stortford. Network Rail said 
investigations after the incident showed no 
faults with existing safety measures.

NHBC 
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I ve lost my sight, but 
I can still see a future 


Why young mum Josie hasn’t given up her dream of 
teaching despite acute loss of vision. Lisa Millard 
reports. 


J OSIE Atherton is a busy 
mum to two-year-old 
Charlie who is chasing his 
new kitten, Bruno, around 
the lounge. She makes me a 
cup of coffee and helps 
Charlie peel a banana before 
switching on the television to 
find CBBC. 

It’s only at this point, when Josie 
steps very close to the television 
screen to read the channel, that 
anyone might suspect she is visually 
impaired. 

“I still mask it quite a lot,” says 
Josie, who is 21. “Especially when I 
meet new people. They don’t realise 
I have a problem because I look at 
them as they speak and they think I 
am making eye contact.” 

Josie does this convincingly and 
acknowledges that having lived 
most of her life as a sighted person 
she will automatically look towards 
someone as they speak, although 
she does not see them well. 

“I can see your shape and your 
hair and where your eyes are but not 
your mouth,” she explains. I ask her 
if she can see my chunky necklace, 
which she can’t. I’m sitting less than 
two metres away. 

“My eyes started to feel funny in 
April 2010 and I needed to blink a lot 
and my friend Sam suggested I 
make an appointment with the 
optician. I thought nothing of it 
until the optician asked me to cover 
my left eye and read what I could 
see on the screen. It was blank, so I 
said nothing. But when I took my 


hand away from my eye there was a 
big letter E on the screen. I mean a 
massive letter. And my heart just 
went.” 

Josie could hear the panic in the 
voices of the staff at the optician and 
they asked if there was a history of 
sight problems in her family. 

“There is, but the condition is so 
rare that it never felt like an issue. I 
went to Hinchingbrooke Hospital 
two days after visiting the optician 
and was then referred to 
Addenbrooke’s for more tests. But I 
had a gut feeling. Everyone around 
me was staying positive, but I knew I 
had it.” 

A diagnosis of Leber’s hereditary 
optic neuropathy (LHON), a 
degenerative condition leading to 
acute loss of central vision, 
confirmed Josie’s fears. 

Doctors told Josie it may take two 
years before her other eye was 
affected but it only took a couple of 
months. Currently, there is no 
treatment for LHON. “My mum has 
it but because the condition is so 
rare I never worried about it. I have 
three older sisters and they are all 
fine. Nobody can confirm if Charlie 
will get it,” Josie says, very quietly. 

When Josie started to lose her 
sight, Charlie was only four months. 


“It was difficult preparing botdes 
but I wanted to do it. I would often 
burn myself because it was hard to 
read the measurement lines on the 
side of the bottle.” 

Life has certainly changed for 
Josie, who lives in St Ives, and day- 
to-day activities can be challenging. 

“I don’t always know when I need 
to take my card out of the machine 
at the till and I don’t like having to 
get a magnifying glass out. It’s 
frustrating. Buses can be a problem, 
too. If I can’t read what the 
destination is on the front I will ask 
the driver if the bus is going to St 
Ives and they will often just say 
‘Can’t you read?’ I used to be a very 
confident person but this really did 
knock me back.” 

When Annette Chalkeson from 
Cam Sight contacted Josie to invite 
her to attend the emotional support 
workshops run by the organisation, 
Josie was having none of it. “I just 
said ‘No’. I was in denial. I didn’t 
want to admit I might need support. 
But six months later I was on the 
phone to Annette and just burst into 
tears. I realised I should give it all a 

go.” 

Josie joined the group meetings 
where she met regularly with three 
other people who had all 


experienced sight loss. 

“It completely changed me for 
the better. There was a lady who 
was 82 who had cancer as well as 
coping with sight loss. That really 
got to me. And there was a man in 
his 30s who spoke about his 
condition in such a matter-of-fact 
way. He was terminally ill. He might 
live for 20 years or he might live for 
two, but he had so much courage 
and confidence. I had to leave the 
room at that point. I just broke 
down and felt such a rush of 
selfishness. It put everything in 
perspective and I knew what I 
needed was to accept what was 
happening. 

“I told my family and close 
friends all about it and they could 
see a change in me from the first 
session. I’m really glad I did it.” 

During the course, Josie made a 
discovery that helped someone else. 
“I’ve been texting since I was 11 
and, when I couldn’t read texts any 
more, I found it very frustrating. I 
can touch type to send texts but 
receiving them was difficult. 

“Then one day, by accident, I 
discovered there is a button to 
enlarge the text. At the next group 
meeting I commented to one of the 
men that he had the same phone as 


me and he said that he liked it but 
the font was too small to read texts. I 
got his phone and showed him how 
to make it bigger and he was so 
happy and said he would be texting 
everyone once he got home. It 
seems the tiniest thing, but it makes 
such a lot of difference.” 

I ask Josie if Cam Sight will be 
providing further support in the 
future. “Actually, I want to give 
something back to them now. I hope 
to do a parachute jump and raise 
quite a lot of money and split it 
between Cam Sight and LHON. And 
I might be helping Cam Sight with 
talks in schools to help raise more 
awareness of visual impairment.” 

Josie has a qualification in 
childcare and had hoped to work in 
a local nursery but, after her 
diagnosis, her enquiries were met by 
a negative response. 

“I was told I might never work 
with children again, which really 
knocked me back. But a few days 
ago I went into a pre-school and I 
hope to start volunteering there 
soon. I know that if I hadn’t lost my 
sight I would be working by now.” 

Josie admits there have been days 
when she has been very down. “That 
was the hardest time and not being 
able to read Charlie a story was 
devastating. But my best friend Sam 
is amazing and is always there for 
me. 

“I always hoped to be a primary 
school teacher but when I lost my 
sight I thought ‘That’s it then’. I now 
know that if I want to do it enough, I 
will make it happen. If I have it in 
me, I will do it.”

Cam Sight: a brief history 


THE first meeting of Cam Sight took 
place on October 28,1912, at St 
Andrew's Parish Room, Cambridge. 
Two local ladies from well-known 
families, Mrs Stace and Mrs Lilley (of 
the Eaden Lilley family), at the 
suggestion of a blind friend, Miss 
Chandler, offered to organise meetings 
for blind people to discuss their 
problems and arrange recreational 
activities. 

The weekly meetings became known 
as the Friday Class and began with a 
half-hour reading of Dickens or similar 
authors, followed by learning practical 
skills, entertainment and tea. The aim 
was to help make blind people self- 
reliant, as well as provide support, but 
not show pity. 

Funds were provided by founders 
and friends and came from sales of 
work by members. 

In 1915, a Blind Workers Shop 
opened in Emmanuel Street, 
transferring to Regent Street in 1938, 
finally closing in 1982. 

The only state help for the blind 
came from the Education Act of 1893, 
providing education for children. In 
1919, Mrs Stace employed a home 
teacher who visited all blind people in 
the area once a fortnight. 

The Blind Persons Act of 1920 placed 
responsibility on the local authority, 
assisted by national and regional 
voluntary agencies. It was under this 
Act that the Cambridge Society for the 
Blind was registered, changing to the 
Cambridgeshire Society for the Blind 
later that year. 

The society looked after 45 blind 
evacuee children during the war until 
1945 when there were 252 visually

impaired people on the register. 

In 1947, the council took over most 
of the activities, but the society retained 
the shop, continued the Friday Club 
and bought the leasehold on Blantyre 
in Glisson Road to create a residential 
home for six blind men and 12 blind 
women, which closed in 1992. 

In 1985, Cam Sight moved to Coles 
Lane in Oakington and then to its 
current premises in Green End Road, 
Chesterton, in 1996. The charity 
currently supports more than 2,000 
visually impaired people and has a 
resources centre in Chatteris, which 
was opened in 2009

A COUNCILLOR has warned 
Newmarket fly-tippers that a 
camera could be put back in 
place to catch them in the act. 

Cllr Michael Anderson of 
Studlands Park said a camera had 
been trained on the recycling zone in 
Bricklands Avenue in Newmarket for 
four days in December in a bid to do 
something about the fly-tipping 
problem in the area. 

The Forest Heath district and 
Newmarket town councillor said: 
“It’s quite horrendous actually, 
especially round the recycling centre 
down by the shops. They have got 
some bottle banks, some clothing 
banks - the fly-tipping there is 
horrendous. 

“There have been three-piece 
suites and all sorts, they just dump 
them. They are just left there for the 
council to dispose of and that costs 
money.” 

The overt camera supplied by 
Forest Heath’s environmental 
services team failed to catch anyone 
in the act but within a week of its 
removal, Cllr Anderson said three 
three-piece suites had been dumped 
in the area.

He said the camera could be put in 
place again if necessary. 

He said: “I would like to get the 
message across that by using the 
recycling centre down Depot Road 
we can make it a cleaner and better 
place to live.” 

Cllr Anderson added fly-tippers 
could face a fine of thousands of 
pounds if their actions result in a 
prosecution and encouraged people 
to use the town’s recycling centre run 
by Newmarket Open Door. 

He said only a minority was 
causing the problem and despite the 
issue around the recycling area, 
Studlands Park as a whole is 
becoming cleaner. 

Between 30 and 50 people turn out 
for litter-picks in Studlands Park 
every three or four months and he 
said the level of support for the 
sessions showed people wanted to 
live in a clean place.

LESS is certainly more in this chilling 
film version of the celebrated novel by 
Susan Hill, which has been re-imagined 
as a television movie, a radio series 
and a hit stage play in the 30 years 
since its publication. 

Working from a screenplay by Jane 
Goldman, director James Watkins 
delivers a cinematic ghost train that 
plunges the audience into the eerie 
silence of a haunted house as the film’s 
mutton-chopped hero nervously 
wanders corridors with a flickering 
lamp to light the way. 

London solicitor Arthur Kipps (Daniel 
Radcliffe) is haunted by the death of his 
wife Stella (Sophie Stuckey) during 
childbirth and he seeks refuge in his 
love for their three-year-old boy, Joseph 
(Misha Handley). 

His work suffers as a consequence and 
Arthur’s boss Mr Bentley (Roger Allam) 
makes clear the precariousness of his 
situation, growling: “We can’t carry 
passengers; we’re not a charity.” 

To prove himself, Arthur is despatched 
to the remote village of Crythin Gifford 
where he must attend to the papers of 
Alice Drablow, the recently deceased 
owner of Eel Marsh House.

floorboards in the godforsaken 
mansion and as soulless as the titular 
spectre. 

Expectations of unspeakable horrors 
around each darkened corner play 
havoc with frayed nerves and Watkins 
orchestrates some nice scares, 
accompanied by deafening bursts of 
composer Marco Beltrami’s discordant 
score. 

Watkins doesn’t reveal too much of his 
malevolent spirit and a centrepiece 
sequence in a bog of choking mud 
leaves us gasping for air along with the 
characters. 

Disappointingly, the denouement errs 
heavily towards sentiment when much 
of the rest of the film has been 
permeated by dread.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

I I Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

- Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ a Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

| Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
^ damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


□ Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

□ Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

□ Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Jarvis gets the nod for 
Audi assault on Le Mans 


OLIVER Jarvis has been named 
in Audi’s line-up for the 80th Le 
Mans 24 Hours to be held in 
June. 

The 28-year-old Burwell 
driver was announced as one of 
the German manufacturer’s four 
nominated drivers for its factory 
Audi Sport team at the 
Automobile Club de l’Ouest 
presentation in Paris. 

Jarvis will be joined in the 
team by Andre Lotterer, Timo 
Bernhard and fellow Briton 
and two-time Le Mans 
winner Allan McNish 
as Audi look to claim 
their 11th victory at 
the famous circuit. 

For the first time, 1 
two of the four cars 
will be equipped 
with hybrid drive, but 
the car Jarvis (right) 
will be driving will be of 
conventional design. 

This will be his second time at 
the Le Mans 24 Hours, having 
first raced there in 2010 when 
he drove a ‘customer’ Audi R10 
TDI. But it is his first as a 
member of the factory team. 

“I was captivated by the 
unusual environment when I 
raced there in a private Audi R10 
TDI,” he said. “You can’t 
describe the atmosphere there 
to anyone who hasn’t actually 
experienced it themselves. 


“It’s fascinating for every fan 
to see race cars like the Audi R18 
in really fast corners like the 
Porsche Curves.” 

Jarvis made a promising 
debut and was named Le Mans 
Rookie of the Year for his 
performance in qualifying 
where he helped secure 13th 
place out of a 55-car grid. 

Mechanical problems late in 
the race prevented him and 
co-drivers Christian Bakkerud 
and Christijan Albers from 
completing the 

endurance race. 

Jarvis has been 
driving for Audi in the 
German Touring Car 
Masters (DTM) since 
2008, but he gained 
valuable sportscar 
experience before the 
2010 Le Mans race when 
he competed at the 2010 
Nurburgring 24 Hours race, 
months after making his 
endurance race debut in 
Okayama, Japan, the previous 
autumn. 

“The distance and therefore 
the duration of the race are the 
biggest differences to the race 
rhythm that we know from the 
DTM,” he said. “The sports 
prototype is much faster than a 
touring car through the corners 
and also on the straights due to 
its design.”

“It could turn out to be a massive game,” 
he said, “especially if we know we need 
three points to stay up going into the last 
match of the season. 

“But it could be that things have not 
gone right for us in the matches 
beforehand, and it would be a nothing 
game for us.”
